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Congress Will Face 
Jammed Docket At 
Session In January

WASHINGTON — (ZP) — The 
second session of the 82nd Con­ 
gress convening Jan. 8 will face 
a crowded work docket, topped by 
two continuing major problems— 
national defense and how to pay 
the huge cost of it. 
The first session which ended 
Saturday night dealt for nine and 
a half months with those key is­ 
sues plus a variety of others, and 
the 
lawmakers 
chalked 
up 
a 
spending record for w hat techni­ 
cally is called peacetime. 
Only One Bigger 
Congress went home after ap­ 
propriating $91,600,000,000. 
That 
was the figure 
most 
members 
used, although Senator Ferguson 
(R-Mich) 
said 
$6,000,000,000 
should be added to it to cover so­ 
called permanent appropriations— 
mostly interest on the 
national 
debt. 
In any ev ent, only during World 
, War II was the 'total for a single 
year greater. 
In 1943 Congress 
voted $147,000,000,000, 
the 
rec­ 
ord. 
In the orderly closing hours of 
the first session of this Congress, 
three bills carrying $13,133,000,000 
were sent to the White House. 
One provided $7,328,000,000 
in 
foreign aid — miltary and eco­ 
nomic—to bolster friendly nations 
abroad against Communism. The 
amount was .slightly 
less 
than 
President Truman requested. 
Tax Bill Signed 
The second bill was a $4,128,- 
000,000 military construction mea­ 
sure, which brought this year’s 
appropriations for the Army, Na­ 
vy, Air Force and Marines 
to 
approximately $61,000,000,000. The 
other bill carried $1,675,000,000 in 


supplemental funds 
for 
miscel­ 
laneous purposes. 
As Congress was 
closing 
up 
shop, Mr. Truman signed the $5.- 
691,000,000 tax-increase bill which 
the lawmakers sent to him Friday. 
The President had asked for at 
least $10,000,000,000, and he said 
in a statement that the half loaf 
he got was not enough. 
Indicating he may seek an ad­ 
ditional increase, Mr. Truman said 
that when Congress 
returns 
in 
January he will ask for legisla­ 
tion “improving our tax laws.” 
In the next session spendjing 
may run even higher than it did 
during the one just closed. Mobil­ 
ization officials have made it clear 
they feel the crest is yet to come.

It was not visible nor was it felt 
in Las Vegas, 75 miles away.

explosion came just as a 
bright sun was rising over the 
mountains to the east, and this 
may have had something

with the inabilitv of observers to 
see a flash to the northwest. 
It was the sixth atomic blast iii 
Nevada. Five others were set off 
at the AEC proving ground near 
here last w inter, all before dawn.

for 
hundreds of miles. 
The absence of ain flash would 
seem to confirm speculation that 
the AEC has developed a smaller 
nuclear weapon. A speculation on 
such weapons has included a a r­ 
tillery-type shells and guided mis­ 
siles with atomic warheads.

British Papers 
Predict Victory 
For Churchill

closing stages today, and political 
forecasts were almost unanimous 
in predicting victory for the Con­ 
servative party led by Winston 
Churchill. 
Voters go to the polls at 7 a. rn., 
(2 a. rn. EST) Thursday. 
Latest reports today from poli­ 
tical soundings all over the United 
Kingdom, as reported by London 
newspapers, told the same story 
with varying details— a 
forecast 
the Conservatives will defeat the 
Labor party. 
Estimates of the expected Tory 
majority in the House of Commons 
ranged from 43 to IOO seats. 
The single dissenting 
opinion 
came—as was expected— from the 
Daily Herald, a Labor party jou r­ 
nal. 
It quoted Morgan Phillips, sec­ 
retary of the Labor party, as say­ 
ing in a speech, “I believe we can 
win.” But even the Herald noted 
that Phillips, unlike the forecast 
of the Conservative 
and 
Inde­ 
pendent observers, did not m en­ 
tion an estimated figure in the 
next House of Commons. 
The majority of editors on local 
newspapers throughout Britain be­ 
lieve the Conservatives will cap­ 
ture the government by 76 seats, 
the Bournemouth Times reported. 
The editors were asked to forecast 
the result of the election in their 
own districts. 
It is a notable fact that, through­ 
out this 
campaign, 
the 
heavy 
weight of opinion—as reported in 
public opinion

types and shapes—has favored the 
Conservatives.

Girdler docked at 11:20 a. rn. on

ceive about 15,000 tons of ore. 
The Girdler came here 
from 
Chicago, with a stop at Milwau­ 
kee yesterday. 
After loading the 
vessel will clear from Escanaba 
for Cleveland with her cargo of 
ore. 
Delayed By Winds 
Capt. Gordon Emig, master of 
the Girdler, said arrival here was 
delayed today by strong winds. 
Wind velocity on the open lake 
was up to 35 and 40 miles 
an 
hour. 
First reports were the Girdler 
was to arrive at 3 a. rn., and later 
reports set the time at 9:30 and 
11:20 with the latter schedule be­ 
ing kept. Southwest storm w arn­ 
ings were hoisted today as 
the 
Girdler made her way into Little 
Bay de Noc. 
Named for Tom 
M. 
Girdler, 
chairman of the board of Repub­ 


lic Steel, the boat is owned and 
operated by the Universal Steam­ 
ship company. 
Addition of the Girdler to the 
Great Lakes ore fleet will aid in 
meeting the demand of the na­ 
tion’s steel industry for stockpiles 
of ore sufficient to carry through 
the winter months. 
Lengthened To 600 Feet 
The Girdler is a former ocean­ 
going cargo vessel put into use 
during World War II. 
To fit her for use on the Great 
Lakes her bow was removed and 
she was lengthened 80 feet to a 
new total of 600 feet—one of the 
larger ore carriers on the Great 
Lakes. 
The new bow of the vessel is 
designed to conform to the Great 
Lakes type. 
Width of the Gird­ 
ler is 7U/2 feet, one of the wider 
boats on the Lakes. 
The conversion of the vessel was 
at Baltimore and she was then 
brought to the Great Lakes via 
the Mississippi and Chicago rivers.

CHILD PSYCHOLOGY — The number 
of childless child experts who are advising 
parents on how to bring up children is 
growing.

WASHINGTON—Historians who eval­ 
uate the closing days of the 82nd Congress 
will probably make special note 
of 
the 
confirmation 
debate 
over 
Ambassador 
Philip Jessup because of two things: 
1. 
It marked the high-water mark in 
this country of legislation through fear. 
Such senators as Gillette of Iowa 
and 
Smith of New Jersey were fully aware of 
the unmairness of the charges against Jess­ 
up but bowed to their fear of a small, in­ 
tolerant, vociferous segment of the Amer­ 
ican public sometimes called McCarthyites. 
2. It also marked a period when news­ 
paper editors were criticizing the White 
House on freedom of the press, while one 
wing of the press seriously confused the 
public by distorting or suppressing import­ 
ant facts so necessary to a free press. 
Unquestionably the timidity of certain 
senators was due in part to this confused 
and poorly informed state of public opin­ 
ion. Unquestionably also the great major­ 
ity of newsmen in this country are anxious 
to protect the truth of the press as well as 
its freedom: for without the -first the sec­ 
ond cannot survive. 
Therefore, let’s look at some of the facts 
in the Jessup hearing and see how brazen­ 
ly some of them were twisted by certain 
publishers with political axes 
to 
grind. 
Take, as an example, the two biggest cities 
in the United States—New York and Chi­ 
cago—and two newspaper groups that con­ 
trol a big slice of their circulation. 
“WORLD’S GREATEST NEWSPAPER” 
One is the “World’s 
Greatest 
News­ 
paper,” the Chicago Tribune, with a mil­ 
lion circulation in the heart of the Mid­ 
west, which also controls the heaviest cir­ 
culating newspaper in the U. S. A., the 
I New York News (Sunday circulation 4,- 
123,276), together with the 
Washington 
Times-Herald. 
The other is the New York World-Tele- 
gram, published by Roy Howard, 
high­ 
ranking Republican and bitter critic of the 
state department, who also publishes 18 
other papers from Pittsburgh to San Fran­ 
cisco and who is one of the largest stock­ 
holders in the United Press. 
In contrast to the New York Times and 
the Herald Tribune, which were objective, 
here is how the World-Telegram lived up 
to its obligation of a free and truthful press 
in reporting the debate over Ambassador 
Jessup. 
On October 7—Harold Stassen accused 
Ambassador Jessup of lying. Jessup had 
sworn under oath that he did not attend a 
White House conference at which cutting 
off aid to Chiang Kai-shek was discussed. 
“This m atter goes to the heart of the 
veracity of Jessup,” Stassen insisted with 
great vigor. He stated that his memory of 
a conversation with the late Senator Van­ 
denberg was “crystal clear”; that Vanden­ 
berg reported Jessup was present. Stassen 
demanded that Vandenberg^ diary be pro­ 
duced. 
The 
World-Telegram 
played up this 
story, critical of Jessup, on page I. 
JESSUP WASN’T THE LIAR 
On Oct. 9—The state departm ent showed 
senators confidential documents regarding 
conversations with other governments on 
the recognition of China. Even GOP Sen. 
Alexander Smith admitted that they show­ 
ed Stassen to be wrong. 
Jessup had not 
favored recognition of Communist China. 
I 
This 
story, 
favorable to 
Jessup, the 
. World-Telegram buried inside on page 19

Elective Council Should Be Sole 
Legislative Authority In City 
AN amendment to the city planning com­ 
mission ordinance, designed to reduce 
the commission’s authority on public land 
Use, 
was introduced and passed on first 
reading at the meeting of the city council 
las tweek. Barring unexpected develop­ 
ments, the amendment will be enacted by 
the council at its next 
regular 
meeting 
Nov. I. 
The amendment is designed to eliminate 
a legal situation that has been the cause of 
much controversy in the community. Un­ 
der the present regulations, the planning 
commission's recommendations regarding 
public land use became law unless vetoed 
by a four to one vote of the city council. 
The amendment will require only a ma­ 
jority vote of the council to countermand 


the planning commission’s action. 
Presumably 
the 
revision will relieve 
some of the pressures that have been di­ 
rected against the plannig commission by 
eliminating a situation that, in effect, gives 
a majority vote of the planning commis­ 
sion, an appointive body, more wieght than 
a majority vote of the city council. 
This 
applies, of course, only on matters involv­ 
ing the use of public land and not on any 
other matters coming before the commis­ 
sion. 
While the council is in process of amend­ 
ing the planning commission ordinance, it 
would be well, we believe, to go a step fur­ 
ther and remove entirely the commission’s 
legislative authority. 
It 
is not generally recognized that the 
planning commission possesses legislative 
authority, but it does. So does the city civil 
service commission .We believe this au­ 
thority should not be placed in any 
ap­ 
pointive board or agency of the city, but 
should be retained by the city council it­ 
self. 
The legislative authority of these agen­ 
cies is developed by a peculiar quirk in the 
ordinances creating the planning commis­ 
sion and the civil 
service 
commission. 
These are supposed to be advisory agen­ 
cies but under certain conditions they get 
legislative authority by a reverse process. 
Their recommendations become law unless 
the council takes definite action in opposi­ 
tion. 
The 
civil 
service commission, for in­ 
stance, makes recommendations concern­ 
ing personnel ratings. If the council takes 
no action on the recommendations, 
they 
become effective anyway. A more proper 
procedure, it would seem, would be for the 
council to receive the civil service com­ 
mission recommendations and to act upon 
them, either affirmatively or negatively, as 
the council sees fit. 
The some situation applies to the plan­ 
ning commission’s 
recommendations 
on 
public land use. The recommendations be­ 
come law unless the council takes action to 
countermand. 
In effect this is legislative 
authority in the hands of an appointive 
agency. 
Since the city council is the only elective 
governing body, the council should be the 
only legislative authority. 
The issue, of 
course, is one of principle.

Military W astage 
Can Cost Billions 
F 
OR the next several years the nation’s 
military expenditures promise to be 
extraordinarily large. 
This year’s appro­ 
priation finally came to S57 billion. 
Re­ 
ports from the Pentagon point to a consid­ 
erable step-up in 1952 and beyond. 
Since we pay the taxes that supply this 
money, we have an obvious stake in seeing 
that it is well spent. But under the pro­ 
cedures which now prevail, that is virtual­ 
ly impossible. 
The reason is simple. Congress lacks the 
experts to judge what is a fair outlay and 
what is not. Budget-making in this age is 
a highly complex business, 
calling 
for 
much more than just financial skills. It re­ 
quires 
understanding 
of 
the 
technical 
problems of a given department, a grasp 
of broad governmental policy, an apprecia­ 
tion of the way one phase of policy blends 
with another. 
Nowhere is the difficulty greater than in 
the Defense Department. A knowledge of 
weapons, of tables of organization, of all 
the myriad details of the armeds services’ 
housekeeping activities, is something to be 
acquired only after long contact and ex­ 
perience. 
Perhaps a few lawmakers can be said to 
have that experience: men like Chairman 
Vinson of the House Armed Services com­ 
mittee and Former Representative Engle, 
Michigan Republican who long has delved 
doggedly and successfully into evidences 
of military waste. But these men have oth­ 
er responsibilities, too, and cannot proper­ 
ly be expected to think of nothing but how’ 
the Pentagon spends its money. 
What has been Happening in practice, 
therefore, is that Congress—and through it 
the American taxpaying public—has been 
taking the military largely on 
its 
own 
word. It has been giving the Pentagon the 
benefit of the doubt; and in some cases ac­ 
tually writing blank checks. 
Security 
clearly 
complicates 
matters, 
since many vital points cannot be discuss­ 
ed even in closed congressional hearings, 
for fear of information leaks. 
This again 1 
includes the Congress to vote the military 
what it asks, without ever really knowing 
how wise its action is. 
Neveitheless, the people, through their 
representatives, must have a check on how 
these colossal sums are expended. With all 
due respect, the military is a notoriously 
wasteful establishment. In the 1950’s, waste 
can mean billions. 
What is the cure? Some lawmakers are 
proposing a permanent joint House-Sen- 
ate committee to examine military appro­ 
priations w’ith the aid of a sizable staff of 
experts. 
The idea has merit. It has worked well 
wtih the Joint Congressional Committee on 
Taxation, which for many years has been 
an important help to Congress in the draft­ 
ing of tax laws. The biggest advantage is 
that the experts are on the job the year 
’round. 
They know’ their field, and 
can 
hold their own with any specialist from 
the government. 
Some 
kind 
of action is imperative if 
Congress is to qualify itself to cope with 
what promises to be an enlarging problem. 
We cannot escape the burdens of rearm a­ 
ment and foreign aid. But it is utterly un­ 
reasonable to ask us to tolerate great waste 
in the name of these necessary burdens.

STORIES—As termites will 
destroy the foundation of a home, so does 
the child psychologist invade the relation­

do 
not 
mean the trusted and 
friendly advisor who may counsel a par­ 
ent on a particular problem, but we do 
mean the commercial variety of phycho- 
ogist whose pet theories are expounded 
in so many magazines and newspapers. 
One magazine recently presented an ar­ 
ticle designed to help parents 
get 
their 
children off to bed and to sleep with a 
minimum of bother. 
The author of the 
article (an expert in child psychology, of 
course) found dozens of reasons why chil­ 
dren do not love to go to bed. 
Their little heads are filled with name­ 
less fears, he said, and you must “under­ 
stand” the child to get him to go to sleep. 
He made such a problem of the simple 
business of bedtime that over-anxious par­ 
ents might very well decide to turn their 
children out for adoption rather than risk 
another night in the same house with them.

States M ay Open 
Welfare Rolls Now 
fpH E new tax bill enacted last week by 
A 
Congress and signed into law by Pres­ 
ident Truman includes a provision 
that 
prohibits the federal government from de­ 
nying social security funds to states which 
throw open their relief rolls to public in- 
specstion. 
This issue became one of considerable 
controversy during the past year when In­ 
diana took the lead in opening its relief 
rolls fb public inspection. 
The social se­ 
curity administration thereupon cut off In­ 
diana’s federal allotment for aid to de­ 
pendent children and aid to the blind. 
A number of other states have indicated 
a desire to follow Indiana’s lead but hesi­ 
tated to do so until Congress acted to for­ 
bid the federal government from cutting 
such states off from federal assistance. 
The issue now is reduced to state level. 
Any state that desires to open its welfare 
rolls to public inspection as a means of 
weeding out the chiselers now is permitted 
to do so. It is a potent means of cutting 
welfare costs at a time when the w elfare 
burden is exceptionally high and constant­ 
ly accelerating.

FRENCH ELECTIONS 
(Christian Science Monitor) 
The central coalition government of Pre­ 
mier Rene Pleven in France has 
sorely 
needed some reinforcement if it were to 
speak with an authoritative voice in inter­ 
national undertakings such as the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 
Some of the needed bolstering has been 
provided in the French cantonal elections. 
Though 
these are for local and regional 
councils, somewhat comparable to Am er­ 
ican state legislatures, the results are an 
indication of sentiment.

However indirect, a strengthening of the 
French center which undertakes to cooper­

must be heartening to those who in other 
nations seek to cooperate with France.

Death and illness—to which the 
Laborites seem more susceptible 
than the Conservatives — threat­ 
ened to reduce it further.

Sunsets are frequently gorgeous, 
an dearly risers may often correctly ap­ 
ply the term to the cloud effects in color at 
the sun’s rise. And many a theatrical spec­ 
tacle is truly gorgeous. 
But the word has been greatly over­ 
worked. 
It 
has been applied to people 
("John Barrymore was perfectly gorgeous 
as Don Juan' ), and 
to 
their 
qualities 
( Mario Lanza has a gorgeous voice”) and, 
much worse, it has bee napplied to occa­ 
sions (“I’ve had a perfectly gorgeous time 
at your praty” ). 
This wonderful word, so perfect in its 
right place, has thus been so greatly mis­ 
used as to have lost much of its own color­ 
ful meaning. 
Tins word is pronounced GOR - 1 us.

P. E . 0. Sisterhood 
Of Troubled Greece 
Miss Pitsa 
Palli 
of 
Athens, 
Greece, who is 
now 
attending 
M ichigan State College, spoke at a 
luncheon Saturday noon 
at 
the 
House of Ludington to mem bers 
ot the PEO Sisterhood from M ar­ 
inette, Iron M ountain and Escan­ 
aba. 
Pitsa Palli told of the thousands 
of Grecian 
children 
who 
have 
been kidnapped and taken from 
their m others by aggressor 
na­ 
tions in the last decade. 
“Their 
fam ilies,” she 
said, 
“Have 
no 
knowledge of their w hereabouts 
or care, but are sure they are be­ 
ing trained to think and 
act 
as 
their captors wish; 
so that one 
day they may return 
to spread 
poisoned thinking 
among 
their 
own people.” 
Orphans of Greece 
“In addition,” she said, “w ar- 
torn Greece has hundreds 
of or­ 
phans who are being cared for in 
such quarters as their country’s 
scanty means will perm it them to 
provide. They consider no 
sacri­ 
fice too great because they realize 
that the future of Greece lies in 
these children. A substantial tax 
on entertaism ents and fine eating 
places is used for this work,” Miss 
Palli stated, as she told 
of 
her 
form er work in helping with the 
care of these orphaned children, 
who are frightened and distrustful 
of all adults. 
W orkers are carefully screened 
so th at 
the children may know 
no further cruelty, harsh discip­ 
line, or even the names of their 
persecutors. The work of the vol­ 
unteer w orkers is difficult and re­ 
quires much patience as love and 
affection are the only 
ways 
in 
which they can 
reach 
children 
who have seen and heard so many 
terrible things. 
Pitsa Palli is 
one 
of several 
chosen by a committee on In ter­ 
national Scholarships on the basis 
of her education, experience, and 
fitness to do welfare work. Her 
scholarship was made possible by 
the PEO Sisterhood. 
She has at­ 
tended college in Geneva, Sw itzer­ 
land and will complete her studies 
in child w elfare and guidance at 
M ichigan State College next June. 
At that tim e she expects to return 
to Greece 
and to 
continue 
her 
work w ith orphans. 
Praises Marshall Plan 
During her 
stay 
in 
America 
Pitsa has been able to take part 
in several good 
will 
tours 
on 
which students of different coun­ 
tries m eet and speak 
to 
schools 
and other interested groups about 
their own countries. 
She expressed her 
own 
deep 
thanks and those of her 
people 
for the generosity and friendship 
of the American 
people 
through 
the M arshall Plan. She feels, we 
are serving our own best interests, 
also, through the M arshall 
Plan. 
“Peoples who feel and think alike 
must 
be friends 
and 
work 
to­ 
gether,” she said.

Palli 
was 
attractively 
gowned in a beautiful 90 year old 
costume which had once belonged 
to her great-grandm other.

In Property Tax 


Larger Assessment 
Districts Advised 


ANN ARBOR— Administration 
of Michigan’s property tax needs 
streamlining for more efficiency 
and greater use from the tax dol­ 
lar, a study bv the University 
of 
Michigan Institute of Public ad­ 
ministration shows. 
The tax, which everyone pays in 
one way or another, is the largest 
single source of public funds am­ 
ounting to about 45 per cent of to­ 
tal local and state revenues. 
Real estate—land the buildings 
—are subject to the property tax, 
but it is also levied on such per­ 
sonal property as machinery and 
merchandise inventories. 
As 
far 
back as 1805 a property 
tax 
of 
SI.OO per wheel was imposed in all 
coaches, chariots and riding carri­ 
ages in the Michigan Territory. 
Larger Districts Proposed 
In the pamphlet “Property Tax 
Administration in Michigan” 
by 
Claude Tharp, research associate 
at the university, larger assessment 
districts are 
recommended, 
re­ 
placing the present use 
of 
the 
townships as the base. 
Districts would consist of larg­ 
er cities and the counties, Tharp 
suggests, and would be “the most 
important single improvement in 
the administration of the tax. This 
would cut the number of assessors 
from 1,800 to 200 full time men. 
Assessors should 
be appointed 
by the county board of supervisors 
on the basis of qualifying examin­ 
ations, the university political sci­ 
entist says. Assessment supervisors 
to train and assist local agents 
should be appointed by the State 
Tax Commission, he states. 
Smaller tax allocation boards 
of three members and fewer school 
districts would improve the tax 
rate 
allocation, 
the 
pamphlet 
points out. 
Appointive Collectors 
Tax collectors 
should 
be 
ap­ 
pointed rather than elected to put 
teeth in the collecting job, Tharp 
believes. 
Elected 
officials 
are 
afraid to 
antagonize 
taxpayers, 
who are the voters, consequently 
property taxes are usually “re­ 
ceived” and not “collected.” 
More efficiency 
and 
economy 
would result if the county treasur­ 
er collected all county, school and 
township 
taxes, 
according 
to 
Tharp. City 
and 
village 
taxes, 
which are levied separately, should 
be collected by the city and village 
treasurers. 
An installment plan for collec­ 
tions and use of modern office ma­ 
chines are suggested. Tharp re­ 
ports “it is claimed that the city of 
Detroit, in the nine years after the 
installation of machines 
costing 
$174,000 saved more than $1 m il­ 
lion in the preparation of assess­ 
ments, tax rolls and statements.” 
Dissolution of the State Board of 
Equalization is recommended and 
its’ function left to the Tax Com­ 
mission. 
The pamphlet is published by 
the Bureau of Government, the re­ 
search and service unit of the Uni­ 
versity’s Institute of Public Ad­ 
ministration, which 
studies 
gov­ 
ernmental problems in Michigan 
and furnishes technical advice and 
assistance to public officials.
